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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant's 
telecommunication device comprises a jack module, a jack mount, a plurality of jacks^ad^ted' 
to be mounted to the jack mount, a cross connect array including termination structure located 
at the front side of the jack module, an IN/OUT array including termination structure located 
at the front side of the jack module, a circuit board, including a first portion located behind the 
jack mount, a second portion located behind the cross connect array and a third portion located 
behind the IN/OUT array, the second portion of the circuit board being electrically connected 
to the termination structure of the cross connect array and the third portion of the circuit board 
being electrically connected to the termination structure of the IN/OUT array. As argued by 
the Attorney, the reference of Henneberger et al. (US 6,116,961) does not disclose cross 
connect array and IN/OUT array being located at the front of the module. For these reasons, 
the case is being allowed.
